The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), a method for determining if the amount of toner required to render 
a print job using a given print engine the location of the print engine is available by 
decrementing the current toner level value in the toner level register by the accumulated image
